The dur- 
ability of these prehistoric inlays is 
proved by the fact that there are in 
existence « number of Aztec skulls 
with the green stone still firmly in

Inlays of porcelain were the first to 
be made in modern times. Porcelain 
was used because it can be made to 
approximate closely the color «and 
characteristics of the natural teeth. 
The process of making a porcelain in- 
lay is very dificult but the result is 
so satisfactory that many are made 
for fillings where gold would be ob-| 
jectionable, 

The gold inlay is now very widel 
used, There are many ways to mak 
them, but the object is the same: that ! 
is to fill the cavity perfectly, to re: | 
store the original contour, and to be!

RESULTS OF HOPPER CAMPAIGN 
AND NEEDS FOR THE 
COMING SEASON 

A conservative\estimate of the in- 
crease in value of the Alberta 1922 
crop as a result o§ the success of the 
campaign against{the grasshoppers, 
is placed at between eighteen and 
twenty million dollars, according to 
returns made to the department of 
agriculture by secr€taries of munici- 
pal districts, U. F. A. locals in local 
improvement distric§s, and others. 

E. H. Strictland, professor of ento- 
mology at the Univefsity,, who assist- 
ed in the campaign jlast year, states 
that even more significent, is the fact 
that the increase in fumbers of road- 
side grashoppers waq almost entirely 
checked, that in mahy districts this 
speciés has now been} greatly reduced 
in numbers that careful poisoning of 
the few remaining Breding grounds 
during the coming spging will termin- 
ate the outbreak withbut further loss 
of crop. 

Lesser Migratory Hopper 

There is a most dis§ppointing fea- 
ture, however, Mr, Stfickland points 
out, and that is the fac§ that the more 
sandy districts of the §nfested terri- 
tory suffered from a sd¥ere re-infest- 
ation by the lesser migratory grass- 
hopper during the lated part of last 
summer. Favored by fin‘open fall, 
this species laid more than its usual 
compliment of eggs. TRe area cov- 
ered by the invasion of {his species 
appears to be the southeasdprn portion 
of the province as far nofth-as the 
Goose Lake line, being especially in 
evidence in the extensive gundy area 
north of Medicine Hat ang) along the 
line from Hanna to Stevpwille.
